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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(anticipated) as being anticipated by the German 
reference (1 504 597). 

The German reference discloses an expandable hollow mandrel for the helical winding of 
overlapping plastic strips to form a tube comprising two large segments (2) and a smaller 
segment (3) movable by a hydraulic piston (7) , means (13) for locking the segments, and a 
control means (6-9), for displacing the movable segment (3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the German 
reference (1 504 597) as applied to claim 1 above and further in view of Long et al (4,436,574). 
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The German reference discloses a mandrel as described above, but fails to disclose that 
the mandrel comprises four sectors, or segments, means for transporting and rotating the 
mandrel. 

In regard to the support structure, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the applicant's invention was made to modify the German reference by provide 
more support structure corresponding with the number of mandrel segments are used, so that 
each segment could be fixed or movable as desired. The German reference further discloses that 
the support structure (6-15) is located and movable within the mandrel (1). 

Long et al disclose a radial mandrel in forming laminated products and coil, comprising a 
plurality of segments (13, 15) interconnected to form a cylindrical mandrel (1 1), wherein the 
mandrel is supported and rotated by a drive shaft (53). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the applicant's 
invention was made to modify the German references by providing the mandrel with a plurality 
of sectors and a rotatable shaft as taught by Long et al because the more mold sectors are there 
the more flexibility the mandrel has, wherein the rotatable shaft would support and rotating the 
mandrel to facilitate the forming of the product. 

The German reference also fails to disclose a plurality of locking means to secure and 
release the segments. 

Long et al discloses that the mandrel segments (13, 15) are connected with a plurality of 
turn segments (19, 23) by a plurality of T-slot and interconected keys (27). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the applicant's invention was made to 
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modify the German reference by providing a plurality of key lock between segments as taught by 
Long et al in order to secure the mandrel during the forming process.
